Policy Is, Definitely Decided On at 


Washington. 


OTIS MUST HAVE MORE MEN, 


be MegtUar Army Is Up to Its Full 
Autborlzod Strength,

Washington, June 29.—It was defi- 


nitely decided Wednesday to begin the 
'enlistments for the volunteer service 
under the act of the last congress. The 
reports to the adjutant-general, based 
on the figures from the recruiting offi- 
cers and on close estimates as to the 
number of soldiers In the Philippines 
and in each command in Cuba and 
Porto Rico show that the regular arm.v 
Is up to its full authorized strength. 
(The additional soldiers needed must be 
obtained under that section of congress 
authorizing the enlistment of volun- 
teers. The only exception will be in 
the case of the few enlistments thnt 
•will be made from time to time to fill 
the gaps in the regular army caused 
by casualties and by the expiration of 
enlistments. 


The officers scattered 
among the 


principal cities of the country, who 
liave been enlisting regulars only, will 
_e instructed Immediately to prepare 
to anllst volunteers. The present in- 
dications are that about 10,000 men 
iwlll be wanted. 


Secretary Alger, 
Ad'jt.-Gen, Corbin 


nud Col. Bird, assistant quartermaster- 
general, In charge of transportation, 
'had a consultation with the president 
relative to the question of reinforce- 
ments for Gen. Otis. A definite decision 
*WES reached to continue recruiting men 
c.t all the recruiting stations for serv- 
ice in the Philippines and Secretary Al- 
«er said when he left the white house 
fiftor the conference that Gen. Otis 
•would have 40.000 meu when the raluy 
season closed for a resumption of ac- 
tive operations. The recruks are to bo 
organized into regiments or assigned 
to regiments already formed after en- 
listment. 
No organizations, as such, 


are to be accepted if sufficient recruits 
can be obtained by regular enlistment. 


Gen. Corbin said that the enlistments 


•would be for three years, although the 
law for the creation of the provisional 
army of 35.000 in excess of the regular 
nrray of C5.000 provides only for such, 
a force until 1P01. Arrangements arc 
to be made at once for Increasing tho 
transportation necessary to get th«o 
additional troops to the Philippines. 


Officers for these volunteer regiments 


will be obtained by promoting officers 
now In the regular army and by com- 
missioning many of the best officers of 
the volunteer organizations which saw 
Ecrvicc. The war department has care- 
fully preserved the records of thoss 
officers and has at hand a lot'.;; list ot 
such of them us exhibited soldierly and 
organizing qualities.

Striken .Firb on Colored Workers Im- 


ported to -Work In tlio Minos at Car- 
torvlllo, IU.—Ono Woman Klllucl uiul 
Twenty Meu Hart. 


Car-tervnje, ill., July 1.—Union City, 


. a settlement built by tbo minors' un- 
ion on land adjoining the Brush-mines, 
•was set on fire by the non-union ne- 
groes IE retaliation for the murder o£ 
Mrs. Cair, the woman killed at Fre- 
<lonia Friday morning by strikers. The 
town is a total loss. 


Marlon, 111., July 1.—An attack upon 


negro miners belns Imported to take 
tbc places of strikers at the CartervilTe 
mlne-j, when bullets flew thick aud 
fast, was avenged by the victims o£ 
the deadly assault, when -they set fire 
to Union City, a settlement of the 
striking miners. The flames spread to 
every part o£ the town, and It was- 
almost entirely destroyed, leaving 100 
families homeless. 


Matters are assuming a serious at- 


titude at the mines. Tho attack on the 
train Friday came near being- a repro- 
duction of the scenes at Vlrden. The 
absence of the armed guards on the 
train at Fradonia was all that pre- 
vented the riot being a duplicate o£ 
the Vlrden affair. 
The cause was the 


same and the effects were 
different 


only In tho number of Killed. 


One dead, Mrs. Carr, a Degress, and 


twenty wounded is the result of tho 
Fredonla riot. A coach load of negro 
miners, with their wives and children, 
•was Using transported from Pana to 
tho. Brush mine, near Carterville. to 
take the places of striking minors at 
the latter place. Instead of bringing 
them from Carb-ondale to Carterville 
by the direct route over the Paducah 
division Ci tho Illinois Central, they 
were brought, over the Johnson City 
branch. This road d-oes not reach this 
mining town, but runs about two miles 
north of the place, and there is no sta- 
tion opposite the town, 
ft was the in- 


tention of Superintendent Brush to 
bring these negroes to his mine by this 
line, stopping the train just 
th ot

Tho strikers had been informed by 


someone and they were too quick Cor 
Supt. Brush's scheme to work out well. 
Early In the morning a mob of the 
strikers, nunrboring over 100, most of 
•whom -ware reported to be a portion of 
the negro miners whom Brush brought 
from the south last year to take the 
places of his striking white miners, 
had gathered. They 
were all 
well 


armed and after blood. 


Shortly before 10 o'clock the train 


carrying the coach load 
of negroes 


pulled slowly Into the station. The 
moment the train came to a halt tbe 
strikers, -without any -waa-ning, poured 
a volley into the car containing the 
negroes, killing one woman and wound- 
ing twenty other occupants. The coach 
was completely riddled with bullets. 
Tho negroes did not return the fire be- 
cause they were not armed. • 


The train pulled out as quickly as 


it could be gf.it In motion and proceeded 
east to a point north of tr-e Brush 
mines. When the negroes, their fam- 
ilies and effects were unloaded, the 
men Immediately marchod across the 
country to the stockade around the 
.mine without further molestation. 


After the train left the Fredonia 


mine the rioters marched back to Car- 
tervllle. Soon after the arrival of the 
Imported miners at the stookade the 
strikers, most of them well armed, 
began to assemble abou: the mines 
•with the intention, it is said, of mak- 
ing another attack on the new arrivals, 
but they were met by a large number 
of the negro minors who have re- 
mained out of the union and stood 
loyal to Supl. Brush. 


Brush called on Sheriff Gray for

river steamer "Eciley" to look after some 
of our outfit that was stored there, and 
to get it on 1he boat to bring up tlie 
river tho following trip. Jt was fortu- 
nate, for me Hint 1 made this trip as tlie 
Kdle»y went on a sand bar when return- 
ing to tlie sound the following trip, and 
she is there yet. and perhaps will go to 
pieces next spring when the ice will be 
going out of the'river. On account_of 
this accident many people were-lcft with 
hardly enough provisions to last them 
over "winter, but tlieir neighbors, and 
friends who were better situated, saw 
that they did not want for anything. Our 
camp here is located about 300 miles up 
the river, or 30 miles above Eciley cn.inp. 
My two California partners and I have 
tlie bcbt cabin on tlio river, and the only 
one which is floored with boards. These, 
my partners and T manufactured here 
\vith the wliipsaw. 
Tn this camp there 


ore about 20 cabins, located on the river 
bliifT, and strung along for about three- 
quarters* of a mile.

At present I have but very little faith in 
ever striking any in this part of the 
country. So up to the present this part 
is as much of a "bamboozle" as the Peace 
river country that yon spoke of in your 
letter. 
One of my partners wont across 


the divide last November and is there at 
present investigating reports of finds over 
there. According to the reports of some 
who have already returned tlisi-t country 
is none better than this. So at present 
it looks as if this country is barren of 
gold, excepting little spots around Daw- 
son City. 
Should I hear of any finds be- 


tween this and spring, I sha.ll make for 
that place unless it shall be at the North 
Pole. So you plainly see that it is im- 
possible for me. at present, to tell yon 
anything regard ing my future location, 
but I shall let you know my whereabouts 
whenever I. get an opportunity to do so. 


Being located as we are, about fifty 


miles above the Arctic circle. I have b«?u 
agreeably siirprisnd as to the -\vea.ther. 
Sixty-four degree* Mow zero is tho cold- 
est weather we liave. had so fn.r, and even 
when it is that cold,' we. do not suffer 
any more, than I (lid in Wisconsin when 
it was twenty-five degrees below zero: 
this is because the atmosphere is so dry, 
a.nd no wind prevailing. Three-. weeks 
ago, when on !i trip over to the Pick riv- 
er, I was caught by the night. Found 
three ..unfortunates like myself, at their 
camp'fire, and staid there with them all 
night, without' any cover, and without 
any of my fur clothes, having only my 
wo'olcn ones on, that day. The ther- 
mometer registered thirty-four below 
zero, but I have felt no bad effects from 
that night's experience. * * * Have 
heard of only two deaths from freezing, 
and those were on (he divide between 
the headwaters of this river and that of 
tho Koyukuk. We expect some colder 
.weather during the next, three months, 
—at least the^ natives say that will be 
•the case. We have had only a.bout one 
foot of snow thus far. but from what we 
can learn this if -an exceptional winter. 
Some winters they get from five to eight 
feet of snow, and wemay get that amount 
yet before spring. 


The natives who live on this .river are 


peaceable, nnd no one has had any trou- 
ble with them. Thty *re very poor anil 


rather filthy. The have hardly any furs 
to trade, on account of game of every 
description being very scarce. There arc 
a lew bears, and a few wild goats on tha 
high mountains, and :ui occasional stray 
moose and deer are found here. SmuJl 
gurne ulso is very scarce. We have only 
been able to get u few partridges ami 
"timnigan," a bird .very much like tho 
prairie chicken, except that its plumage 
i s nil white.

AIMED TO FOIL CHECK FORGERS. 


e-w Dupliciito f'aper, With Soluble Color 


Vcttrcen, Deficit the Ingenuity 


of CrlmiMalp. 


The methods used in order to prevent 


the alteration of the amounts for which 
checks have been written, for the ad- 
vantage of the criminal, are of divers 
kinds. 
Sometimes the ink in which the 


check form ae printed contains chemicals 
which are' immediately affected if any 
reagent be applied in order to remove 
the figures and letters it is proposed to 
change. 


Sometimes the actual paper is chrged 


with similar material, and in both cases 
the result of an attempt to remove figures 
is the production of unsightly blots and 
blurs, vchich would call instant attention 
to the check if it should thereafter be pre- 
sented. 
Sometimes 
the 
amount for 


which the check is drawn is stamped out 
of the paper in. pinholes. 
Sometimes, 


again, the chock is covered with a. design 
of some kind, drawn mechanically 
in 


such a way that the forger who misses 
one lino misses all the others. 


A representative called the other day 


on Mr. Frank Nowlan, the well-known 
miniature artist, who has made this sub- 
ject his own, and believes that he has at 
last invented a paper which would ren- 
der the. public absolutely safe by making 
it a sheer impossibility for any one to 
tamper with a. check once it had been 
written. 


"I first of all proved," said Mr. Now- 


lan, '"that none of the existing methods 
of any use if the forger knew his busi- 
ness, and I proved it in the simplest and 
most effective manner by altering checks 
of every kind in such a way as to defy 
detection." 


He produced a big bundle of c.aneeled 


checks, all of -which had been altered, and 
as they -had originally passed through 
the banks the counterfoils can'be used 
as proof of original 
amount. 
Every 


type of check was represented in the 
bundle. 


Mr.- Nowlan went on to explain that 


he w-as quite confident he could -produce 
similar results with any of the chocks 
at present in use, and that he would 
need no time for experiment, but would 
alter the first specimen of any of them 
alter the frst specimen of any new check 
form that might be presented to him. 
The big pile that lay at his elbow on the 
table afforded sufficient proof of his sub- 
stantial accuracy. 
Some of the checks 


were already old, but in none of them 
wns there any sign of the alterations 
which -had been affected. 


'•You sec," said Mr. Nowlan,'"I had 


attained to a certain degree of skill in 
this matter, and proved that none of the 
existing methods was of any avail. The 
task I set. myself wa,< to produce 
a', 


check form.-that -would.' bafile even. me.' 
Here are various stages'of the develop- 
ment of my invention.'1 


The absolute.safe check form is ranch 


like others 
until you hold it 
to the 


light; then you see that ur.der the parts 
intended to be -vrrittcu on there are col- 
ored lines, for all the world like those 
on which musicians write their manu- 
script. 
Mr. Nowlaii's check consists of 


two pieces of paper. 


These lines arc ruied on the lower slip 


with an ink of India red or any other 
permanent.color, mixed ivith an- easily 
soluble mucilage. 
The top paper is la-id 


on, and then, you have'the absolutely 
safe check .forjal" As soon as any liquid 
reagent is. applied in'order' to .remove 
the -writing en the surface the mucilnge 
at the center becomes "moist, and ' the 
color no longer keeps to the -lines, 'but 
wanders 
and forms blots and 
blurs 


which arc:, visible on both sides, of the 
check and can in nowise ba removed. 


At a private meeting of the .Bankers' 


association convened by the president, 
Mr. Nowlan demonstrated to the bank- 
ers there assembled the simplicity and 
certainty of his method of 
alteration^ 


ajid also exhibited his own safety check. 
Almost; all the London bankers are well 
aware of it, but all demur to the cost. 
"Tlio check has not been adopted," ^.liU 
jMr. Nolan, "Because of Its cost. 
'It is naturally more expensive that 


the ordinary kinds, which Ixuikers get at 
about $2.50 a. thousand.

maker has objected to it from the first,

What becomes of them? It ia 


like asking what becomes of pins and 
other tilings which are practically inde- 
structible.

Before making a guess, it' is worth! 


while TO consider how artificial teeth are 
m-adc. 
The.story is told in Jfantucket 


of a sea, eaptain who was a great whistler 
until ho lost one of his front teeth by 
accidental contact with a belaying pin. 
For some time -he bemoaned his lost ac- 
complishment, until he found that he 
could whistle well with an artificial tooth, 
whittled out of a piece of wood. 
When 


a- performance was desired 
he 
-would 


calmly carve out an incisor and put it 
in position. 
Then the audience would 


wait until the tooth was swelled by the 
moisture of the mouth so that it would 
not.slip out. 
When places were discov- 


ered and the expert dentist was able to 
supply a, whole mouthful of new teeth, 
the teeth themselves were carved out o£ 
ivory. 
But constant grinding 
would 


wear away the ivory, and these elephant 
teonh were not satisfactory. 


Today all articificial teeth are made of 


porcelain, and will outlast a Methuselah.. , 
Those which are known in the trade as 
"store teeth," being carried in stock by 
the big dental supply houses, are manu- 
factured in enormous quantities. 


The 
porcelain material, which 
con- 


tains various mineral 
proportions, 
is 


worked up like a sort of dough or plaster 
forced into molds and fused by intense 
heat in a furnace. 
Each tooOh is cov- 


ered with enamel, and has one or more 
metal pins in the back to hold it to the 
plate. 


In large lots these teeth ean be mode 


cheaply, but there is one item of ex- 
pense that cannot be overcome, and that 
is the cost of the metal holding the pin.' 
The only metal which will stand the in- 
tense heat o: the porcelain . furnace is 
platinum,.and that cost* at the rate of 
cent a pin simply for the raw material. 
A great deal of money 'has been spent 
in experiments to discover some substi- 
tute for platinum, but nothing has yet 
been found. 
...Wlule a cheap grade of store teeth 
can be bought for a few cents, apiece, 
they are not nearly as satisfactory as. 
the standard commercial article," which 


! is used by.most dentists. 
A big supply 


company will carry hundreds of samples 
of teeth, all of standard qualities, but 
differing greatly, in size, shape and color. 
In color alone from twenty-five to 100 
variations may be presented. 


But as there are people who are not 


satisfied with ready-made clothing, 
so 


there are people who are not satisfied 
with ready-made teeth. 
False 
teeth 


may look just as well or better than real 
ones, but public speakers, singers, and 
other prominent people want their own 
teeth reproduced in all their peculiarities 
of form and color, and fillings, if they 
have them. 
They want teeth that can- 


not lie told as false, and they get them— 
not all at once, perhaps, but one by one, 
as the originaJs give out. 


In teeth that are made to order noth- 


ing is impossible, from the short, white 
teeth normal, youth to the long, discol- 
ored ones of extreme age,' and the prices 
range with those of watches. 
• ' 


The-.teeth.:are,set in plates of'rubber, 


gold,: ajid aluminium, but the 
highest 


achievement is considered to -be a plati- 
nuin plate upon which has been fused 
a -lining of -tinted porcelain similar to 
that used for gum work. 
Tin-ted plates 


have been made of the sa-ine material 
as the teeth, but as the porcelain shrinks 
in the firing, the fitting of such plates 
is uncertain. 


And no\v for the answer to the ques- 


tion, "What becomes- of false teeth!" 
Sometimes they are lost, sometimes stol- 
en, and sometimes left as a family legacy. 
Generally, however, they are buried with 
the owner, and lie forever hidden in -tha 
ground.

tcetli, but if there is, such a traffic it it 
not of largo proportions.

The weeder is essentially a tool 


the good farmer, but it is not always 
the good farmer even, .that can give j 
just the proper place, where it will t, 
the best work, and out of its prop; 
place it is not worth much. But usua 
ly tha good farmer will be more apt • 
have tbe proper place than the po ^ 
farmer, says a writer in, the Ohio 
Farmer 
Where I have found tho best 


place to use the. weeder is on land that 
was well plowed and harrowed until 
perfectlv level, and land that is full 
enough of vegetable mold to be loose 
nnd mellow,'and the eeed, "whatever it 
was, put in an even -depth and deep 
enough so that the weeder wou.d not 
pull ituut. With the soil in such a 
shape, ES every..careful farmer likes to 
isce it, the weeder need often, and early 
will prove itself n very valuable tool. _ 


But, wi the contrary,'if the SeJd is 


badly plowed and harrowed and' left 
lumpy and cloddy, with roots and atones 
and other obstructions in the way,.and 
if the aeed is put in as it would have to. 
be in such a place, and then if tho 
-weeds are permitted to get-a good start, 
it will be. about as poor a tool as can bo 
put in tl-ie-Seld. It can never come into 
competition with "the man with a hoe 
when it comes to pulling and digging

But those who have learned that the 
best time to kill weeds is before they 
can be seen are tbe ones that will make 
a success with. tho. weeder.

Hungry animals 
should not be allowed, to eat their fill, 
and it is not best to turn them^into'the 
rape when the leaves aro wet<^here is 
no danger of bloating with swine> It is 
an excellent >plan to have tbo fields so 
arranged that tho sheep and cattle have 
access to an open pasture as well as to 
the rape. Animals should have free ac- 
cess to salt at all times when being 
pastured on this crop. 
; Eapo has a high feeding value. -It 
makes an .excellent ieed for fatten-' 
ing sheep and swine and for producing 
an abundant flow of milk in milk cows. 
On account of danger of tainting tho 
milk many people 'do not feed' it to the 
cows until after milking. By beginning 
ns early as practicable in tho spring and 
seeding at intervals of two or three 
weeks, a continuous succession of rape 
can be produced throughout the period 
when tho permanent pastures are most 
likely to be short. Rape will endure 
quite sevefa cold weather nnd thus will 
last u long time after the ordinary pas- 
ture grasses succumb to the frost. 


Often fine rape may be grown on land 


that has already produced a crop of 
some of tho early maturing cereals, 
such as rye, oats or barley. As soon as 
the crop of grain is removed, the land 
is plowed or "disked" ;md at once seed- 
ed to rape. Field peas and other early 
maturing forage crops, or rye or winter 
oats that have bec-n pastured off in 
spring may also be followed by rnpa 
•with profitable results. Another prac- 
tice which is coming into favor in some 
sections of the country is to.sow rape 
in the 'sprius with some grain crop, 
such as wheat, allowing the former to 
take possepsioli oE the field when the 
latter has brcn removed. This method 


I is especially satisfactory when .gnc-
